Rejection Under S 112 
1 , 2 and 4-8 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph, for not 
iding enablement for all peroxycarboxylic acids. Although Applicants do not 
to facilitate prosecution, claim 1 has been amended to recite a more specific 
ic acid.

Rejection Under 8 103(a)

S<jlvay (the f 213 application). Applicants respectfully disagree.

The Off ce Action points to Example 1 of the '213 application. Applicants agree that 



provide a solution containing 14.04 g glutaric acid, 9.79 g ethanol, 17.65 g 
concentrated hydrogen peroxide, 1 g concentrated sulphuric acid, 57.52 g demineralised water, 
0.1 g p-hydroxy benzoic acid, 0.17 g of l-hydroxyethane-l,l-diphosphic acid (Briquest ADPA 
60A). This solution includes, as acknowledged by the Office Action, a stabilizer, particularly, 1- 
hydroxyethane- i.l^diphosphic acid (Briquest ADPA 60A)- The pending claims specifically 
recite the lack c f stabilizer in the claimed composition. 

At least for these reasons, Applicants contend that the '213 application neither teaches nor 
suggests the presently claimed invention. Withdrawal of this rejection is respectfully requested.
